4. A notice book shall be kept by the Head Clork of the Commissioners, in which 
all notices of motions shall be eutered. Allsuch notices shall be dated and numbered as 
received, 

5. Every notice concerning a meeting shall be accompanied by a list signed by the 
Chairman or ies Chaiinoan of the business to be brought forward at such meeting. 

6. Any Commissioners wishing to bring forward any business shall give notice of such 
intention in writing to the Chairman a week before the meeting, when the Chairman or 
Vice-Chairman shall include such business in the list of business to be laid before such 
meoting.

On the Commissioners proceeding to the consideration of any subject, the Chair- 
man or Vice-Chairman shall first read to the Commissioners the letters and papers connected 
with such subject, and thereupon any Commissioner may make a proposition regarding such 
subject, and address the mecting prior to the question being put to the vote by the President, 
provided that such Commissioner shall confine his remarks to the subject under considera. 
tion, and that after discussion, and before the original proposition or auy amendments on it 
are put to the vote, the mover of the original proposition shall have the right of addressing 
the meeting by way of reply to any objections or amendments put forward against his pro- 

position, 

12. Every proposition made shall be in writing and shall be sigued by the proposer, 

13. Every proposition shall be seconded by one Commissioner, who shall also sigu or 
initial the draft preposition written. 

14. Any Commissioner shall be at liberty to call the attention of the President to s 
point of order, even when a Commissioner is addressing the meeting. 

15. Any Commissioner may propose an amendment te a proposinion to the effect that 
certain words in the proposition originally made be omitted therefrom, tha: certain words 
be substituted, or that certain words be added thereto, provided tiat such amendment be 
proposed when the subject is being ciscussed, and the original proposition is still before tne 
meeting. 

16. The President shail have the power of declaring the discussion on any qnestion 
closed, and of putting the question to the vote, saving the privilege of the proposer to sum 
up in favour of the oriinal proposition.

4. All such meetings shall be convened by the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman by 
notice to be served on each Commissioner not later thau three days before the day of the 
meeting. 

ji. Every notice convening a meeting shall be accompanied by a list of the business 
to be brought forward at such meeting signed by the Chairman or the Vice-Chairman. 

G. At ordinary mectings the business shall be trausacted in the followin: order, unless 
the President, with the consent of the majority of the members present, determine 
otherwise :— 

(a)—The minutes of the last ordinary meeting, and of any special meeting since 
held, shall be read, and if approved of as correctly eutered shall be confirmed 
aud signed by the Chairman of the meeting.

23. No person shall carry any procession, accompanied hy beat of drums or by a band 
— on a public road without the Written permission of the Commissioners previously 

ined. 

24. <All owners and drivers of carts ladeu with bricks or other materials shal! be 
responsible for their being so secured that the contents may not fall on the road. 

25. No person shal}, without the permission of the Commissioners, take more than ten 
head of cattle at one time along any of the public roads within the limits of the municipality, 
except by such routes as shall be fixed for the purpose from time to time by the Municipal 
Commissiovers, ° 

26. No person shall Jet lvose, or allow to be let loore, or allow to get loose, anv 
diseased or worn ont animal, or use, or cause to be used, any such avimal for the purpose of 
dyawing any cart or other conveyance within municipal limits.

32, No person shall, without permission from the Commissioners, cut sods our grass, 
or remove any earth or grass from any public rvad or drain, or from the margin or slopes 
of auy road or drain. 

33. No person shall dig or remove from, or deposit earth or any other substance in, or 
make any alterations whatever in any public drain, or throw or place any offeusive matter or 
rubbish on auch drains without the permission of the Commissioners. 

34. No person shall enlarge or deepen any existing tauk or other excavation, or dig s 
pew one without permission of the Commissioners. 

$5. No person shall quarry kunker, cut timber or grass or damage trees, or remove or 
damage avy property, or deface the blocks on which the uames of any road or street are 

engraved, or remove any boundary marks or pillars being the property of the Commissioners 
and within municipal limits. 

86. No person shall break, or cause to be broken, any wall, fence, rail, or post con- 
structed for the protection of any.public well, tank, drain, or other excavation. 

The penalty for the infringement of any one of the bye-laws from 29 to 36, shall be » 
fine not exceeding Ks. 20, and for continued infringement, a daily fine not exceeding Ks. 5. 

37. No refuse resulting from auy business, trade, or profession shall be removed by 
the Municipal Commissioners except on payment for removal at the rate to he fixed by the 
Commiesiovers from time to time, and any expense incurred ou this account shall be recover- 
able as a debt due to the Commissioners.
